Howes & Co. have received a letter from 
Capt. Getcheil giving full particulars of the 
loss of the schooner Ralph Howes, of Bel- 
fast. The captain says—"Monday morn- 
ing, April 5th, we were standing ifltoward 
the land, [Long Island, N. Y.] throwing 
the lead every hour. It had' been thick 
and stormy the flrst part of the night, but 
cleared up some about midnight, with the 
appearance that the wind might come from 
the westward. My object was to get in 
with, the land to take advantage of the 
wind. About half-past two we struck 
lightly on a sand bar, while wearing ship.- 
Tne vessel veered and was heading oft 
shore when a heavy sea broke over her. 
This sea swung the vessel off, jibing the 
mainsail, heading her for the shore. The 
heavy sea swept the decks as soon as the 
vessel'struck, which was about 150 yards 
from the thore, compelling us to take to 
the rigging fur safety. We, were rescued 
at daylight by the crew of Life Saving Sta- 
tion, No. 11, who shot a rope across our 
rigging. The vessel is breaking up, the 
cargo of rosin and tar coming out on the 
beach and is being saved ' by the coast 
wrecking company." Capt. Getehell will 
remain by the wreck, which is being strip- 
ped, until he saves everything possible. 
The vessel lett Smithville, 3T. C., March 
28th, for Boston, and had rough weather 
all the passage. As before stated the ves- 
sel was wrecked twenty-two miles from 
Montank Point.
